The fine was imposed on Nir 
John Ryan, deputy editor of the 
Glasgow Ercning Times, at the 
High Court in Glasgow. 

The ruling arose from an 
article last Thursday when 
Craig Broviag. aged 16. being 
tried on explosives charges at 
the High Court, 1 . his 
plea to guilty, and his code-. 
fendant's trial continued. 

The article contained re- 
marks from Browning's father 
that had “indoctrinated” his 
son witb nationalism.

Earlier, diagnosis and treat 
ment of bowcl cancer, which 
kîlis about 17,000 people in 
Britain a year; may soon be 
possible through a new joint 
project involving cancer experts 
and surgeons. . 

About one person in forty iş 
likely to contract the disease, 
the second most common 
cancer, but (here has been no 
important advance towards a 
cure since 1908, one of .the 
surgeens said yesterday. 

Research at St Mark's 
Hospital, London, has shown 
that there is almost certainly a 
hereditary link with a rare form 
of the disease, and scientists at 
the Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund hope to be able to predict 
which members of a family are 
at risk. 

Preventive surgery has been 
successful on such patients at 
St Mark's. The target is to 
apply {he hereditary research 
fo predict people generally at 
risk.

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Growing struggle 
with rent arrears 


From Ihe Director of ihe Church 
Housing Association 

Sir. With the combination of high 
unemployment and the recent chaos 
of housing benefit it is not surprising 
1hat council lenan{s now owc £240m 
in rent arrears (Tie Times, March. 
29). The tragedy is that şo many of 
them have never been in serious 
debt before, but have been pushed 
into il by events over which they 
have no control. Many elderly 
tenanis are finding that they are in 
arrears with their rent for thc first 
tîme in their lives. 

As director of a national housing 
association [ and my staff sec these 
problems daily at close quarters and 
1he problems continue, Last year we 
completed a new shellered scheme 
for the elderly alt Leicester. On 
August 29 the firsli of 26 tenants 
moved in. Despite phone calls, 
leuters and visits, not one paymcnl 
of housing benefit was received from 
1the local auwhority. The arrears 
climbed 10 £1,595 and this weck, six 
months later, has secn the first 
payment. 

But the damage has been done: 
not to us asan organization but 1o 
ıhe individual tenants who do not 
understand why they are in arrears 
and do not know whether all the 
debl will eventuafly be paid. If it is 
not {and the regulations are compli- 
catéd) ‘1hey may find themselves 
trying 10 pay off what now amounts 
10 hundreds of pounds arrears out of 
their pensions. 

This kind of cxpcrience is 
commonplace: worse in some parls 
of the counlry than others. The 
effect on the tenants can be 
1raumatic. We have already had one 
attempted suicide, and the pressure 
on family life is imme. 

Your reporter, Hugh Clayton, 
commented that “well managed” 
local authorities had [ower arrears 
than others in areas of similar 
deprivation. But even then the 
vagaries of housing benefit can undo 
months of painstaking work 1o 
reduce debs. 

What is necded is, first, a benefit 
sysiem which is workable and which 
ameliorates hardsbip rather than 
causing it and, secondly, enough 
financial inveslment in housing 
management 1o deal with arrears 
problems quickly and effectively in 
the future. 

It has been said that housing 
benefit is proving lo be three limes 
morê expensive to operate than was 
envisaged (The Tintes. April 2), lt 
will cost more than 1hat before the 
current mess is sorled oul!

It had been ciear for 
years thal Church’ was iğer- 
ested in making a bid forfjthe 
presidency. and in [976| he 
announced his candidacy jfor 
1he Demacralic nominaton. 
But Mr Caricr’s campaign 
running sirongly by then, hind 
although Church won several 
primaries in western states, he 
withdrew aficr a few months. 

In 1979 he again fond 
himself opposing a Democratic 
President when he argked 
against _ralification of the 
second Salt treaty until Soviet. 
combat troops had been with. 
drawn from Cuba. The treaty. 
was never ratified. 

Church was defeated ir the 
1980 election tor his Senate seat 
after 34 years in Washington, 
and returned to law. 


Mr Frank Church. who died 
in Bethesda. Maryland; or April 
7 a1 the age of 59, was for many 
xıears one of the leading 
members of 1he United States 
Senate. He was an active 
member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Comminee. of which he 
became chairman in 1979. and 
was one of the main contenders 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1976. 

Before 1hat he had made his 
name known as a critic of 
President Johnson's Vietnam 
palicy. and as an investigator of 
two of the scandals which came 
to light in the 1970s, “dirty 
tricks” overseas by the Central 
Intelligence Agency and bribes 
by large American corporations, 
especially Lockheed. : 

„A man of liberal views. with 
an idealistic sireak. he was anı 
eloqüent speaker: and a certain 
boyish cham made him a 
popular member of the Senate. 

Church was born in Boise, 
Idaho. on July 25, 1924. and it 
was in Idaho that he made his 
early career as a lawyer before 
being elected a Senator for the 
slate in 1956. He broke with the 
Johnson administration over 
Vieınam in 1966. and was 
active in moves in the Senale to 
limit American involvement. 

In 1971 he launched an 
alack on the basic concepls 
underlying the American 
foreign aid programme, arguing 
that it had not prevented the 
arrival of military dictatorships 
or succeeded in narrowing the 
gap belween rich and poor, and 
primarily served business inter-

inventive sense of design. He 
was a superb craftsman, never 
was there any ambiguity of 
form: always his shapes were 
cleanly defined (Mediterranean 
clarity rather than Celtic Rhine- 
mist). 

Not surprisingly his work was 
greally apprecialed by archi- 
1ecls, He could as easily 
command the graceful elegance 
of his welded sercens as the 
solid chunky bronzes with their 
peculiar clement of endurabili- 
ty. a quality no doubt derived 
from his unusual onerous 
though rewarding practice of 
carving instead of modelling the 
originals from which the 
bronzes were CaSL. 

He was widely commissioned 
both here and abroad, from the 
hugely successful) (22 meires 
long) heavy relief for the State 
Theatre at Gelsenkirchen to the 
light steel screens at Heathrow’s 
new Customs House. 

His drawings and lithographs 
were by no means as sideline., 
rather a two-dimensional exten-i 
sion of his sculptural activity 
plus an opportunity to exploit 
his impeccable colour sense. 

in 1952 he married a 
vivacious _ Dubliner Patricia 
Devine. They were a very 
sociable couple who loved 
giving parties but Robert found 
living in Hampstead or as they 
tried for two years.

The death of Robert Adams 
after a lengthy illness is a loss 1o 
British sculpture. Bom in 
Northampton in 19t7 he had 
his arl training in the evenings 
at the Northampton School of 
An 193442 whilst working as 
an engineer in a reserved 
occupation during the daytime. 
From 1949 to 1959 he taught at 
the Central School of ArL 

His first exhibition was with 
the Gimpel Fils gallery in 1947; 
his fatest n 1979. Other one- 
man shows were held in New 
York. Dublin, Bonn, Dort- 
mund. Düsseldorf, Wuppertal. 
and Zurich. In 1971 a touring 
retrospective exhibition visited 
Newcastle, Northampton. Shef- 
field and the Camden Art 
Centre in Hampstead. 1 

His sculpture fealured in 
both the Venice and Sao Paulo 
Biennales and he is.represented 
in many museums here and 
abroad. 

Adams's favourite materials 
were welded steel and bronze. 
As a welder he was one of the 
pioneers in this country but 
unlike most of his conterm- 
poraries there was no reliance 
on the “found qbject". He was 
not ah assembly man; such 
indeed was his degree of finish 
one. felt that, his material had 
been made especially for his use 
and had no previous history.
